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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments have been considered 
but are not persuasive. 

In response to the applicant's argument that Koczab fails to disclose superabsorbent material, it is noted that Koczab discloses 
constructing an absorbent structure comprising a storage layer inculding superabsorbent material. The storage layer is described in 
column 6, line 63, as part of a comparative example. Koczab, however, further describes an absorbent structure comprising the storage 
layer and the upper fibrous layer including the acquisition zone in column 7, line 36 to form an example of the invention. 

In response to the applicant's argument that Yang discloses a transfer layer not an acquisition layer, it is noted that the layer disclosed by 
Yang functions to take in and hold liquid until it can pass on to another layer. The layer disclosed by Yang therefore functions as an 
acquisition layer because it is meant to acquire liquid. 

In response to the applicant's argument that Koczab does not teach a density gradient, it is noted that Koczab discloses the basis 
weights of the layers, and basis weight is directly proportional to density. Therefore, if the layers of Koczab have a basis weight gradient, 
they also have a density gradient. 
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
